Brilliant Succession to 
the Songun Revolution 
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“Songun is a proud tradition of the Korean revolution 
which was pioneered by Comrade Kim II Sung and led 
by him and Comrade Kim Jong II, and also a banner of 
victory and glory.” 
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S ocialist Korea has the history and traditions of the sacred and victorious Songun revolution pioneered and developed by force of arms. 

Korea, though proud of its 5 000-year history and brilliant culture, was forced to be trodden underfoot as a theatre where the big powers fought to 
expand the sphere of their influence and thus eclipsed on the world map, because it did not have the strength to defend itself. It has now been turned into a 
proud political and military power, a nuclear power in the East, which is inconceivable without Songun. 

Songun put an end to the history of the Korean nation that had regarded as its fate big-power worship, subjugation and dependence on foreign forces and 
enabled Korea to demonstrate its might as an independent power. The might of Songun raised the status of the country, which had been destined for colonial 
slavery because of its weak military strength, to that of a world-class political and military power, a nuclear power, and safeguarded the everlasting security 
and prosperity of the nation. Also unfolded in the country where centuries-old backwardness and poverty prevailed was the amazing reality in which beautiful 
dreams and ideals of its people are being realized and the worldwide cutting edge being surpassed. 

What is the secret of the amazing reality effected in the country? 

The destiny of the nation and its prosperity depend on its leader. 

The great leader Comrade Kim II Sung, the founding father of socialist Korea, created the Juche idea, the Songun idea, and unfolded a great ambition of 
saving the country and the people and shaping their destiny by force of arms in the first days of his revolutionary struggle. On April 25, 1932 he founded the 
Korean People’s Revolutionary Army, the first Juche-type revolutionary armed force in the country, and organized and conducted the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle to achieve the historic cause of national liberation. In the liberated country the Korean People’s Army, the regular revolutionary armed force, was 
founded in a short period; the Korean army and people achieved the historic victory in the Korean war provoked by the United States; and after the war they 
worked world-startling miracles in socialist construction, smashing ceaseless military provocations by the US. Full credit goes to Kim II Sung’s Songun- 
based leadership. 

The great leader Comrade Kim Jong II brilliantly carried forward the Songun-based revolutionary leadership of Kim II Sung and performed exploits 
worthy of note in modem history of Korea. 

In the closing years of the previous century when the country was faced with the severest ordeals, he held higher the banner of Songun, safeguarded 
socialism of Korea in the face of all manner of difficulties of history and opened a broad avenue to the building of a thriving socialist country. He formulated 
Songun politics as the main socialist political mode, thereby providing a sure guarantee for eternal victory in the showdown with imperialism. 

Today the cause of Songun is being accomplished at the highest level under the wise leadership of the respected Supreme Leader Kim Jong Un. Declaring 
as the permanent strategy of the Korean revolution the road of independence, the road of Songun and the road of socialism, the Supreme Leader holds fast to 
Songun and, on its unparalleled strength, is hastening the final victory in the building of a thriving socialist country as well as the showdown with the US that 
has continued from one century to the next. 










Great Tradition of the 
Songun Revolution 
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The Songun idea originated from the two pistols and the programme of the Down-with-Imperialism Union (DIU). 

Kim II Sung inherited from his father Kim Hyong Jik (1894-1926), an outstanding leader of the anti-Japanese national liberation movement 
in Korea, the two pistols, which carried a deep meaning that the independence of the country and the freedom of the nation should be achieved 
by force of arms. On October 17, 1926 he formed the Down-with-Imperialism Union and proclaimed its fighting programme, which embodies 
the thoroughgoing stand of anti-imperialist independence to defeat Japanese imperialism that militarily occupied Korea and achieve the 
liberation and independence of the country and finally to build socialism and communism in Korea. 

In the historic Kalun meeting held from late June to early July in 1930 Kim II Sung elucidated the Juche-oriented lines and strategic and 
tactical policies of the Korean revolution, including the lines of anti-Japanese armed struggle and formation of the anti-Japanese national united 
front and the policy for founding a party.

On April 25, 1932, Kim II Sung, holding aloft the banner of Songun, 
founded the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army (Anti-Japanese People’s 
Guerrilla Army at the time of its founding), a standing revolutionary armed 
force, with neither the party nor the state, and declared a war against Japanese 
imperialism. 

The anti-Japanese armed struggle was the first-ever national liberation 
struggle in colonial countries and a large-scale revolutionary struggle whose 
mainstream was the armed struggle closely combined with the preparations 
for founding a party and the anti-Japanese national united front movement. It 
emerged victorious under the wise leadership of Kim II Sung who advanced 
adroit military strategies and tactics and employed the outstanding art of 
command. 
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Kim II Sung in the days when the Anti-Japanese People’s 
Guerrilla Army was founded 
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The anti-Japanese armed struggle was a series of trials and ordeals unprecedented 
in history. 

The Korean People’s Revolutionary Army (KPRA) had to fight by itself with 
neither the state to back it in the rear nor support from a regular army. Not only the 
one-million-strong Kwantung Army armed to the teeth but also severe cold with the 
temperatures that dropped to 30 - 40°C below zero and hunger exposed themselves as 
the enemy to the KPRA. 

Overcoming such ordeals and difficulties beyond human imagination, Kim II Sung 
frustrated the enemy’s numerical and technical superiority by means of outstanding 
strategies and tactics, winning one victory after another. 

Superb tactics he applied in a number of big and small battles and many stories 
during the anti-Japanese armed straggle are being handed down to the present as 
legendary tales.

Japanese imperialism, after receiving decisive blows from 
the fierce attacks of the KPRA and the all-people resistance, 
declared its unconditional surrender on August 15, 1945. 

As Korea was liberated, the Korean nation won back the 
national sovereignty lost to Japan and embarked on the road 
of building a new society. 

The liberation of Korea was the brilliant fruit borne by 
the Songun idea and Songun-based revolutionary leadership 
of the great leader Comrade Kim II Sung.

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The United States, taking advantage of the defeat of Japanese imperialism, occupied the 
southern half of Korea and plotted to take over the whole of Korea in an attempt to realize its 
wild ambition for world supremacy. 

In such grave situation Kim II Sung, busy as he was with the building of a new Korea after 
his triumphant return, gave priority to the building of a regular revolutionary armed force. 

Though everything in the country was destroyed by the Japanese imperialists, he had the 
munitions industry built prior to the civilian industry and the regular armed force founded 
before founding the state.

the reunification of the country. To this end, he took 
measures to establish centres for training military and 
political cadres urgently needed in building a regular 
revolutionary army and security officers training 
centres for organizing new military units. He also 
selected personally the site for setting up a munitions 
factory, laying material foundations for the building 
of a regular revolutionary armed force. 

On February 8, 1948 a military parade took place 
in Pyongyang to declare the founding of the Korean 
People’s Army, a regular revolutionary armed force.

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On June 25, 1950 the south Korean puppet army, at the instigation of the US 
imperialists, launched an all-out armed invasion to intrude into the north across the 
38th Parallel. They attempted to swallow up the northern half of Korea at one go 
through an adventurous “blitzkrieg.” 

Kim II Sung ordered that the Korean People’s Army should frustrate the enemy’s 
armed invasion and switch over to an immediate, decisive counterattack. 

Putting up the slogan “Everything for victory in the war!” he roused all the people 
to struggle for victory in the war. The KPA units dashed like surging waves to liberate 
Seoul, the stronghold of the enemy, within three days after the outbreak of war. 

Under the sagacious leadership of Kim II Sung the KPA units advanced 
rapidly southward, liberating over 90 per cent of the territory and 92 per cent of the 
population in the southern half of Korea in a little over a month.

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The United States that had hurled to the Korean war (1950-1953) a huge force, inclusive of its ground, air, and naval forces, as well as the troops of 15 
vassal states, south Korea and the remnants of the former Japanese army, totalling more than 2 million, and colossal amounts of latest military hardware and 
war materiel, could not but sign an armistice agreement on July 27, 1953. 

It is regarded as a historic miracle that the DPRK, less than two years after its founding, defeated the United States having boasted of being the “strongest” 


in the world. 

The DPRK’s victory was the brilliant fruition of Kim II Sung’s outstanding military ideas, unexcelled military leadership and original military tactics. 

Kim II Sung ensured that the KPA should further increase the political, ideological, military and technological might, and inspired the whole nation 
to turn out in the decisive war in defence of the country by closely uniting them. He advanced unique strategies and tactics, such as immediate and all-out 
counterattack, formation of a second front in the enemy’s rear, positional defence warfare relying on tunnels, night warfare, and anti-aircraft and anti-tank 
teams.

On this day Kim Jong II accompanied Kim II Sung on his field guidance trip 
to Seoul Ryu Kyong Su Guards 105th Tank Division, and since then he attached 
primary importance to increasing the military might.

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Entering the 1990s many people of the world thought that the end of the Cold War would usher in an eternal peace on this planet. However, 
Kim II Sung was well aware that the world could never exist in peace so long as imperialism remained on earth.

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Taking advantage of the collapse of the world socialist system in the early 1990s, 
the United States and the imperialist allied forces directed the spearhead of their 
anti-socialist attack to socialist Korea. 

At this juncture the Korean people were plunged into the greatest national 
sorrow, when Kim II Sung passed away on July 8, 1994. Worse still, the natural 
calamities hit the country. 

In order to cope with the changed international situation after the end of the 
Cold War and safeguard socialist Korea from the aggravating threats of aggression 
by the US, Kim Jong II inspected a KPA unit, known as the Dwarf Pine Post, on 
January 1,1995. His inspection frightened the hostile forces who were vociferously 
clamouring about the “collapse of socialist Korea,” and struck the progressive 
mankind with admiration.

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Under the sagacious leadership of Kim Jong Un the Korean People’s Army 
is demonstrating its might as an elite revolutionary force. 

He wisely led the People’s Army to strengthen its politico-ideological might 
in all aspects. He took a small 27-hp wooden ship to inspect an island-defending 
unit, and went to Panmunjom along the Military Demarcation Line where guns 
may be fired at any moment.
